I n fi 1 1 i ng out this form, bear i n mi nd that: 

1 Anglicans are usually to be buried from the church and not from a funeral home. 

2. Caskets arenever open for the Burial Office or Mass or for public visitation inthechurch. 

3. The principal service is to be the Mass of Christian Burial. 

4. Any services of organizations should precedethe Church's service at the grave, including taps and 
firing squads of honor. God must always have the last word. 

5. Traditional teaching of the Church encourages members to remember the Church in their wills.

8. If my body is to becremated, it should betaken directly from the pi ace of death to the 
crematorium by the funeral director. A casket will not be necessary because my body is not to be 
viewed by the public following my death. 

9. If my body is to betaken to the parish Church in a casket, the least expensive casket procurable is 
desirable. 

There is to be a celebration of the Holy Eucharist - the Mass of Christian Burial - at my burial at 
the Parish Church. 

11 Restraint will beexercised in theuseof flowers in thechurch. 

12. Music for the Mass of Christian Burial is to be selected by the Parish Priest from the Hymnal. I
